The “highw ater m ark" of the war 
between the states was reached at 
Gettysburg, 72 years ago this after­ 
noon when G eneral Pickett's famed 
charge from w hat bs now West Con­ 
federate avenue to Hancock avenue 
culminated th e three days’ 
bat­ 
tle at G ettysburg and started the 
retreat of the Confederate forces 
Into the southland 
The memorable conflict opened 
about one o'clock on the afternoon 
of July 3. 1863 
General Pickett led 
the attack with 4,880 men. 
His 
charge followed an artillery barrage 
of approximately two ho u rs'duration 
during which tim e it was planned to 
drive the Union forces from their 
entrenched position, split the line 
of Blue and divide the Union forces. 
A southern cavalry outfit was to 
encircle the Union line and attack 
from the rear thus diverting atten ­ 
tion from the Infantry charge across 
the open field. 
Cavalry Plan Upset 
But the southern cavalry never 
reached its objective and the ad 
Vance of the southerners was stub­ 
bornly resisted. 
After the artillery barrage Plckett 
led his men across the field. 
He 
was 
supported 
by 
approxim ately 
twelve thousand troops but only 4.- 
800 men were led to the stone breast 
works where hand-to-hand fighting 
took place 
General Lee watched the struggle 
from where the Virginia monument 
now stands on Confederate avenue 
General Longstreet, wtu> opposed the 
charge at a council of war the 
night before, also saw Ute defeat of 
the Pickett force from Confederate 
avenue. 
The Infantry charge lasted approx­ 
imately one hour, bringing the re 
treat of the southerners about four 
| o'clock In the afternoon. 
Look to 1938 
Dismayed and grief stricken over 
the defeat of his plans G eneral Lee, 
with tears In his eye*, greeted his 
battle-scarred men as they returned 
from the terrific struggle. As beat he 
could he reorganised his forces and 
tarted retreating down the Fair­ 
field road. 
As G ettysburglans quietly noted 
the anniversary of this terrific Civil 
war struggle thoughts were turned 
to the forthcom ing observance of 
the 73th anniversary of the battle, 
and the Blue and Grey reunion, in 
1938 
Already the significance of this 
'38 observance and the final reunion 
of the men who participated in Ute 
four-year struggle. Hie ‘ Boys In
